On the fame day the following pa- 
ragraph appeared in the Public Ledger : 


‘* Sunday night died, at a houfe at 
Marybone, a young woman who-had 
been brought from a certain. bagnio, 
inor near nt-Garden. “Tis faid the 
had been oo by an inferior ator 
to town from her parents. . As foon as 
foe arrived at the bagnio, word was im- 
mediately fent to the gentleman who 


-had employed the actor on this infa- 


mous expedition, He came, but find- 
ing the girl quite averfe to his inha- 
man proceedings, took a penknife out 
of his pocket, and cut her in a mof 


‘fhocking manner ; upon which the fell 


into thé greateft agonies : and, to pre- 
vent a difcovery of ‘this horrid. fcene, 
they removed in a coach privately 
to the above place, where the expired 
in a few hours after. ‘ 


Upon this, the following advertile- 
ment was publifhed in the Daily Ga- 
wetteer of Ofober 11. , 

“¢ A paragraph of a moft fcandalous kind 
having been printed in the Ledger of yefter- 
day, tending to -deftroy the reputation of 
a performer in one of the theatres; he is 
reduced to the difagreeable neceflity of mg- 
king an anfwer in this.manner, for the f4- 
tisfaGtion of the town, toa piece of infa- 
mons falfhood,which otherwife fhould have 
paffed unnoticed, on account of its abfur- 
dity. He is ferry ‘to think, that the a 
thors of that paper would endeavour to ob- 
tain a chara@ter for their humanity, at the 
expence of their juflice; or that there 
fhould be any .reafon to ecquaint them, 
how. dangerous is tbe Confequence ef pro- 
pagating fo villainous a report, without 
having teeth for their foundation; and

when, after having examined feveral 
eminent furgeons, together with the 
ia ‘phy 
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hyfician, furgeon, and apothécary, 
o attended her during her illnefs, 
and alfo heard the feveral evidences of 
her nurfe and maid .fervant, and feve- 
val other perfons who knew her before 
her death, the jury were unanimoufl 
of opinion, that the caufe of her deat 
was an inflammatory'and putrid fever, 
with which * fife had Jatigdifhed from 
the r1th of September-to the 4th of Oc- 
tober, and not caufed by any abufe re- 
ceived from any -perfon whatfoever.

In the Gazetteer of Wednefday the 
x5th, there is an article relative tq the 
coroner's account given in the papers 
of Monday as follows: “ It is appre- 
hended, that the coroner's jury ima- 
gined that they fufficiently difcharged 
their duty, by giving in their verdict 
‘from the evidence before them, that 
fhe died of an inflammatory fever, 
without enquiring whether the treat- 
ment fhe had recejved, occafioned that 
fever, Whether a jury’s verdié in fuch 
cafes is fubject to any revifal, we Know 
not, Common fame reports that this 
rape was attended with circumftances 
_ of pitylefs barbarity, that, if fit to be 
mentioned, would make even the ears 
of moft rakes tingle.

Thus, Sir, i 
hope the myftery is cleared’up, as no 
doubt the whole affair will be.” 


Tn the fame paper all the ge. 
particulars are brought together, an 
a farther account promifed in a letter 
figned Haartfree. 

In the paper of Monday the 20th, 
Mr Heart/ree has fulfilled his promife 
as follows. 

The account I have gathered of the 
unfortunate girl at Marybone, is to this 
effect : 

“Her maiden name was Bell. She 
was of a reputable and opulent famil 
in the county of Norfolk; her father 1s 
in very good circumftances, and her 
uncle, it 1s faid, is at this time poffef- 
fed of at leaft a thoufand pounds a 
year. He place of abode was then at 
Aylfbam, about twelve miles from Nor- 
éwich. She unhappily contraéted an 
intimacy with a gentleman of the army, 
who, gaining her affections, deceived, 
rad and debauched her *. She 
made ‘an elopement from her friends, 
and’ was privately concealed by her 
fpark at Norwich tor about a fortnight; 
at which time her affli&ted parent found 
out her retreat, recovered, and took 
her home. Here fhe breathed a life of 
melancholy ; Ker gay, volatile difpofi- 
tion, rendered a fequeftration from the 
world altogether infupportable : and 
the lofs of her charaéter kept her in 
an almoft continual confinement.

Where the firft 
went I do not learn ; but a few days 
after; fhe fell in company, at the abode 
of fome new.contracted acquaintance 
near Whitechapel, with one Sharpe, a 
watch-maker. Here boafting her fa- 
mily, and the profpects fhe had at the 
death of {ome of them, the man feem- 
ed to Jiften with a more than ordinary 
attentive ear; which the obferving, 


merrily afked him if he was fingle? 


He replied in the affirmative, This 
foon brought on a propofal of mar- 
riage, and either that day, or the fol- 
lowing, they became man and wife. 
She was with him but one night; for 
on the morning after their marriage, 
bufinefs requiring him at Rumford, the 
directly decamped ; and to elude any 
fearch after her, affumed a fidtitious 
name. The firft. place I find her at 
afterwards, is Madam Modena’s, in 
King-freet, St Anne's, where the lodged 
fome time. Here it was fhe commen- 
ced, or, renewed, I know not which, 
‘her acquaintance with the a¢tor who 
has been fo much mentioned in: this 
affair. The firft knowledge fhe had of 
him, was at Norwich, to the theatre at 
which city he once belonged. She wrote 


‘him a letter, in which fhe folicits ‘his 


company ; with this he complied, & fe- 
veral tines repeated. his vifits:——At 
length the acquaintance between them 
broke off.

The arguments, ufed by Dr Robert/on, 
to prove the genuinenefs of the letters 
are next examined. Robertfon makes 
ufe principally, of what he calls the in- 
ternal evidence, which, amounting at 
moft to conjeéture, is oppofed by con- 
jecture equally probable. _ 

In examining the confeffion of Niche- 
jas Hubert, or French Paris, this new a- 
pologift of Mary feems to gain ground 
upon her accufer. Paris is mentioned 
in the letters, as the bearer of them to 
Bothwell; when the reft of Bothwell’s 
fervants were executed, clearing the 

ueen in the laft moment, Paris, in- 
fleaid of fuffering his trial with the reft 
at Edinburgh, was conveyed to St An- 
drews, where Murray was abfolute, put 
into a dungeon of Murray's citadel,and 
two years after condemned by Murray 
himfelf nobody knew how. Several 
months after his death, a confeffion in 
his name, without the regular teftifica- 
tions, was fent to Cecil, at what exaét 
time nobody can tell. 

Of this conféffion, Lefy, bithop of 
Rofs, openly denied the genuinenefs, in 
a book printed at London, and fuppref- 
fed by Elizabeth ; and another hiitori- 
an of that time declares that Paris died 
without any confeffion ; and the con- 
feffion itfelf was never fhewn to Mary, 
or to Mary's commiffioners. The au- 
thor makes this reflection :.

As the danger of being ex- 
pelled Saxony increafed, they difplayed 
their cruelty. If they quitted any part 
of the country without hope of re- 
turning, they gave it up to pillage : 
Wherever they came, the unhappy 
peafant was plundered without mercy ; 
grain, forage, horfes, cattle cf all 
kinds, were taken from him ; and he 
was left without fubfiftence. Whole 


, from the fuburbs before Wlered gate, 


their fire againit the houfes in Drefden, 
and did them the greateft damage, 
when the arrival of M. Daun, with: 
his whole army left them no hope of 
being able to take the place; and, in 
fhort, that in drawing off their mien 


they laid in afhes upwards of an hun- 
dred houfes that had efcaped in the 
preceding fires. The king of Pruffa 
fucceeded in completing the mistor- 
tunes of Saxony by the difafters that 
befel the capital.’ Three hundred and 
fifty houfes deftroyed, with all that 
was in them, and a great many others 
haif-ruined, are a fatal lofs ‘to a city 
already exhauited by four fuccéffive 
years of misfortunes. After thefe 
things, the king thinks it fcarce worth 
while to mention his palaces and his 
gardens, which were facked and ruin- 
ed, in contempt of the regard ufually 


E paid from one fovereign to another, 


Is there a man in the empire, or éven 
in all Europe, who doth not fee in thefe 
terrible effects an implacable hatred, 
and a deftructive fury, which all na- 
tions ought to concur in repreffing ? 
It is not to render his enemy odious, 


families, and the beft workmen of all F that the king holds up this picture to 


forts, were carried off ; even women 
found no fafe-guard in their fex ; but 
all who were thought ufeful for Brande- 
bourg, were torn from their families, 
and carried into flavery. 

The city of Drefden remained. Not- 
withftanding the ruin of its fuburbs, 
it ftill maintained a numerous people; 
it was the refource of the neighbour- 
ing country. Tocomplete the ruin of 
Saxony, the unfortunate gity was to be 
deftroyed. Had the enemy attacked 
the place according to the rules and 
cuftoms of war, had they directed their 
efforts again thé ramparts, the king 
would, without doubt, have lamented 
the evils that would have refulted from 
it to his people; but he would have 
lamented them without complaining : 


all the powers in Europe, and particu- 
larly to his co-eftates, and his high 
allies ; but in hopes of exciting them 
to redouble their efforts, without de- 
lay, for the deliverance of Saxony, and 
not fuffer that unfortanate country to 
be abfolutely ruined ; to move their 
compaffion in favour of an innocent 
people, reduced to the utmott diftrefs, 
and who can << but a very feeble 
afaftance from their fovereign, ttript 
himfelf of all things by aéts of oppref- 
fion, no lefs violent than unforefeen. 
This inability is of all his majefty’s 
niisfortunes the moft fevere. He loves 
his people. He hath a father’s bowels 
for them ; and ‘he fees them ‘ovér- 
whelmed with diftrefs, without being 
able to fuccour them. The king hath 


the 
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the confolation left,:of employing, in 
their favour, all that the goodnefs of 
his caufe, his invariable‘love of juttice, 
and the great facrifices he hath: made 
for the common advantage and the 
prefervation of the émpire, in fhort all 
the regard arid attention‘that he may 
merit by hts misfortunes from: the 
friendly powers: By ail thefe titles he 
conjures thofe powers'to-take the pro- 
perett meafures for .the relict and pre+ 
fervation of the ‘{ubjeéts lett him in 
Saxony. 

As to what regards him perfonally, 
his mnajefty puts his whole truit in the 


fovereign matter of kingsyin that judge. 


who fearcheth the heart, and weigheth 
right in the fcaies of juftice. He is 
encouraged to hope that he will in the 
end be pleafed to enable him to dry 
up the tears of the Suxons, to guard 
them for the future trom ‘ali external 
violence, and to enfure their domettic 
happinefs by paternal government. 
His confciesce beareth him this pre- 
cious witnels, that he hath not drawn 
fo many evils upon himfeif and his 
dominions by unjuft or ambitious en 
terprifes. ‘The juilice of his caufe is 
fo evident, fo inconteftable, and even 
fo ful'y acknowledged by every one, 
that he cannor be refufed an indemni- 
fication proportioned to his loffes, if 


jn the future pacification any regard 
be paid to juftice and equity.

There is a little village commonly 
eail’'d Alder, but whofe true name is 
Aldworth, about 4 miles fouth eaft of 
Market-Jifley in Berkfbire. It is plea- 
fantly fituated on a hill, and has feve- 
ral old beech trees, that grow on the 
top of a warren. But there is in the 
church-yard the largeft yew tree I ever 
faw. I meafured it a few days ago, 
and found its trunk or ftem to be 9 

ards round, at about 4 or 5 feet 

eight from the ground, where its cir- 
cumference is the greateft: and from 
whence it runs tapering, and rifes as 
well asI could guefs, about 20 or 2 

feet high: and the branches {prea 
about 7 or 8 yards from the trunk on 
every fide. How old this yew tree is, 
1 could not learn. 

In the church, there are nine anci- 
ent monuments, with the figures of the 
perfons that are buried there, cut out

in ftone, and lying upon them: about 
five of which are’ Knights Templars, 
as appears from their being drefs'd in 
armour, and lying with one leg acrofs 
the other. “Thefe figures are larger 
than the human fize, dnd therefore 
they are looked upon by the common 
people to have heen giants: but fome 
of them are fo mutilated and broken, 
that I could not determire exactly, 
how many of them were Knights Tem- 


p Plats. ‘There is alfo in the church- 


yard, clofe to the church, another 
“monument, but it is funk fo low in 
the ground, that I coukl not tell whe- 
ther it belonged to one ef that order 
or not. 

As it is very uncommon to fee fo 
many of thefe Knights buried in fo 
retwed a country village, I made a 
particular enquiry’ about them ; and 
was to!d that formerly the. family of 
Dela Beche had a manfion houfe ona 
neighbouring hiil, and it is fuppofed 
that thefe monuments were of that fa- 
mily, and there is a farm here ftill 


D called Beche Farm from them. 


Now thefe knights muft have been 
buried here before Edward the fecond’s 
reign ; for, in the beginning of his 
reign, he caufed-all that were of that 
order in England to be feized in one 
day, viz Fanuary 7, 1307, and to be 
ftiiped of alt their poffeflions ; and in 


E 1312, the whole order: of the Knights 


Templars (which was firft initituted in 
1118) was fupprefied throughout the 
whole Chriftian world, for their pride 
and wickednefs ; and at their diffolue 
tion, they were grown fo rich, as to 
be poffefied of no lefs than fixteen 
thoufand lordfhips, befides other lands,

men, and the Mohawk 16 guns, all fix 
pounders, and go men.

From the 14th of July tothe 6th of 
Auguft, troops were arriving from Alba- 
ay, and other places, at Ofwego, parti- 
cularly Sir Wm Fobnfon with his Indians, 
and the General was making prepara- 
tions to embark them, in order to prq- 
ceed with them to Moztreal. 

On the 7th, the general detached 
Col, Haldimand, with.the light infan- 
try of the army, the grenadiers, and 
one battalion of Royal Highlanders, to 
take, poft at the bottom of the lake, 
and affift the veffels in finding a paflage 
to La Galette down the river. 

Qn the igth, at day break, the reft

the French veffel, that we had taken, the 
command of which was given to Lien- 
tenant St Clair, failed down the middle 
of the river between the gallies chat 
carried the » to anchor at ran- 
dom fhot from the fort, which was ef- 
feéted with the lofs of one galley and 
a few men by the guns of the fort; 
the laft boat arrived at the place of 
déftination about eleven o'clovk at 
night, and thus the place (the fort} 
was compleatly invefted. Two iflands 
called [fe Galot, and Le Abbe Piequet’s 
ifland, were found abandoned, and the 
Indians finding fome fcalps which had 
been left behind in the hurry, were fo 
exatperated that they burng the chapel 
and all the houfes. 

On the rgth, at day break, the ge- 
ner2l fixed-a battery wpon each of the 
two iflands that were neareft the fort, 
and a third on 2 point of land on the 
-$, thore ; detachments were immedi- 
ately ordered to open the ground, fa- 
cines, and other requifites for a feige 
were got ready, and the heavy artille- 
ry, and provincials, that had been left 
at Swegatchie were tent for, except one 
regiment of Conneficut troops. 

On the 23d, all the batteries began 
to fire, and our two fnows, being now 
arrived, were ordered, with the prize, 
to fa!l down clofe to the fort, with a 
proper number of markfmen on board, 
to keep the enemy from their batteries ; 
difpofitions were alfo made to ftorm 
the fort, after the firing had continued 
fome time ; but the veffels not goin 
down in the manner the general could 
have wifhed, he did net attempt to 
ftorm this day. The fort, in the mean 
time, fired a great deal of ammunition 
to very little purpofe, and our batte- 
reis, by degrees, difmounted their guns. 
‘The fire of our batteries continued till 
the 2sth, when the garrifon beat a 
parley, and foon after furrendered by 
capitulation. 

hile the general was thus proceed- 

ine down the river to Montreal, from 
Ofwego ; Brig. Gen. Murray was ap- 
roaching it, up the river, from Que- 
¢; the manifeftoes that he publifhed, 
induced the inhabitants of moft of the 
parithes, on the South there, as far as 
the river Sorrel, tofubmit, and take the 
oath of neutrality. Inthe mean time 
he heard nothing of Gen. Amberfi, and 
was followed by M. de Lewis, the French 
general, with the grofs of his army, 
who abandoned every polt in his rear ; 
Gen. Murray therefore fent orders to 








Paffage of the Troops down the River St Lawrence: 


Lord Rollo, who had not yet joined him 
from Loui/bourg, to difarm and {wear the 
inhabitants on the North thore, when- 
ever it could be done, without retard. 
ing his progrefs; and the wind often 
proving contrary, he improved the ua- 
avoidable delay which it occafioned, 
by receiving the fubmiffion of moft of 
the parifhes on the North (hore, as far as 
the town called Three Rivers, which, 
tho’ the capital of a government of 
the fame name, is no more than an 
open firaggling village. 

When he reached the parith of Sor. 
rel, he found that the inhabitants had 
deferted it, and were in arms. I was 
‘ therefore, fays he, under the cruel ne- 
* ceflity of burning the greateft part of 
‘ the houfes of this poor unhappy peo- 
“ple. I pray God this example may fuf- 
§ fice, for my nature revolts, when this be-

noble fentiment of humanity, and the 
generous ardour with which it is ex- 
prefled, would,alone, doG.

cautions he took to procure fuel for his 
people in the winter, and to lodge them 
in the houfes of the inhabitants at Fa- 
ques Quartier, and de Chambeaux, rather 
than in the ruins of Quebec, if the expe- 
dition againft Montreal fhould not have 
fucceeded. 

On the 24th, he arrived at Contrecaur, 
which was within nine miles of Mon- 
treal. This was the day before fort fz 
Galette Tarrendered to Gen. Amberft, of 
whom he had yet no intelligence. 

From the 2oth to the 3eth, Gen, 4m- 
herfi was employed in mending the fort, 
repairing the batteries, fittingout the 
veffels, and making fuch other prepa- 
rations as he thought neceffary for the 
paffage of the army down the river. 

On the 31ft, he embarked again, and 
having rowed about four and twenty 
miles, encamped onthe ifle au Chat: In 
this days voyage he pafied fom part ef 
the river called the Rapids, which, in 


G this place, were more frightful than 





dangerous, He proceeded on the rift 
of September and encamped about 14 
miles.from Ite au Chat, at a point cal- 
led Fobnjon's point, here the Rapids were 
full of breken waves, the batteaus took 
in water, and a corporal and three men 
were drowned. On the 2d ‘he rowed 
24 miles down Lake St Francis, and 
encamped at point aw Beaudet. On 
the 3d, the weather being extremely 


bad, the army baited. On the 4th, the 


army 
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grmy.was in the boats foon after day- 


break. 

‘The Rapids were here extreanily 
dangerous, for, tho” the weather was 
favourable for ‘paffing them, yet they 
eccafioned the lofs of 34 men, 29 bat? 
teaus of regiments, 17 of artillery, 27 
whale boats, and a row.galley. | This 
night he encamped with the regulars 
on Ifle Perrot, about two miles from 
the river, but, it being too late for the 
Provincials, and the artillery to pro- 
ceed thither, they encamped on the 
river fide. At his approach the inha. 
bitants of the ifland abandoned their 
houfes, and ran into.the woods; but 
on the sth, fome were taken, and fome 
came in; the oath of allegiance was 
adminiflered to them, and they were 


putinto quiet poffeffion of their houfes, . 


at which they exprefled a ftrange mix- 
ture of pleafure: and furprize. This 
day was fpent in repairing the damage 
the boats had fuffered in. pafling the 
Rapids, and the general was joined by 
the remains of the artillery,.and the 
Provincial regiments, being now with. 
in three leagues of the ifland of ,Mont- 
real, 

On the 6th, the whole army being 
now. together, the troops were in the 
oats about day break, and proceeded 
in 4 colunms. by the right, the general 
intending to landsat Le Chine,or Monts 
real, on his leftsche landed without 
oppofition, except a few thot from fome 
Aying parties, which inamediately ran 
towards the town :, The general leav- 
ing the New Yérk, troops, and fome 
Conneflicut regiments at La Chine for 
the fecurity of the boats, marched on 
without a moments delay ; and having 
repaired a bridge, which the flying 
parties bad broken down, he arrived 
after a march of two leagues on a 
plain before the town, where he form- 
ed the troops, and a9 ot up two 
12 pounders, five 6, an on 3 poun- 
ders of light artillery, he pafied the 
night under arms. 

On the 7th, in the. morning, Col, 
Bougainville, and another officer, came 
to an advanced poft with a letter from 
the Marquis de Vaudreuil,. who com- 
‘manded the place. They were imme- 
diately conducted to the general, who 
being referred by the letter to Col. Bou- 
gainville, entered into a converfation 
with bim, which ended in a ceffation 
of arms till twelve o'clock. At twelve 
@’clock propofals for a capitulation ar- 
rived, the general retarned propofals 
pf his own, and wrote to the marquis;

HE town of Montreal is fituated-in 
an ifland of the fame name, ‘in 
thé river St Laurence fituy leagues S. of 
Quebec, It ts well peopled, of an‘gb- 
long form, the ftreets very open, and 
the houfes well built. | The fortificati« 
ons are pretty. firong, being furround+ 
ed by a wall; flanked with eleven re- 
doubts, which ferve inftead of baftions.

Dr Watfon fappofes the lyncurium to 
be the tourmalin, as the tourmalia 
agrees with Theophraftes’s defcription 
of the lyncurium in all its fenfible qual- 
lities. 

XXXVIIF. An attempt to account

The regular diurnal variation of the 
needle is weftward, by a motion which 
commences about eight or nine o'clock 
in the morning, and continues till a- 
‘bout one or two; the needle is then 
ftationary fome time, and afterwards 
wmoves gradually backwards again till it 
attains its firftfituatiou, which it does 
in the night, or by the next morning ; 
its greateit variation is feidom more 
than rod. 4m. The irregular variation, 
when there is an aurora borealis, is by 
a flow-motion eaftward in the latter 
part of the morning, or wefiward in the 
jatter part of the atfernoon, alfo when 
it moves either way after night, or fud- 
denly both ways within a fhert time. 

To account for thefe variations, Mr 
Canton oblerves that the attractive pow- 
er of the magnet, whether natural or 
artificial, will decreafe while the mag- 
net is heating, and increa‘e while it is 
cooimy, as- has been demonitrated by 
inany experiments.

F arifes from heat, unequally communt-

the morning faw a large fail wnder their 
lee quarters, Randing to the northward

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~ POREIGN HISTORY. 


H E advices we.ceceived from,Germa- 
ny at the beginning of this month 
were favourable to the king of Privfia, atid 
to the caufe of the allies, His majefty, on 
the 17th paft, in marching to cover Stbweid- 
‘ nitzs,was attacked by the Aafrians, whom he 
defeated with thelofs of a confiderable num- 
ber of their troops, agd 17 pieces of can- 
non. The fame mails by which this news 
“was received, brought alfo a confirmation 
of the raifing the Gege of Colberg by Gen. 
Werner, after a moft furprifing march of 
“250 miles, from Glgaw, in eleven days. The 
Ruffan;,, tho" fyperior in number, and well 
potted, went off, with the greateft preci- 
pitation, abandoning tents, cannon, am-~- 
munition, baggage, forage, and provifions, 
to the Prufians. The combined fleets of 
Rufia and Sweden put to (ga at the fame 
time, 

With thefe favourable advices came alfo 
an account that the hereditary prince of 
Brunfwick had opened a new fcene upon the 
Lower Rhine, and on the 3d inftant had in- 
vefted Wefel, after having driven the enemy 
from their redoubts on the left bank of the 
river, and forced the garrifon of Cleves, firft 
to retire into the caftle, and then to furren- 
der prifoners of war. 

With the flattering hopes refulting from 
thefe favourable appearances, we were left 
in fufpence from the 8th inftant to the 27th, 
when the arrival of the mails from Helland, 
that had been kept back by contrary winds, 
difappointed the expectations thathad been 
raifed by the new entérprifes of our gene- 


rals. 

Whilft his Prufian majefty’s attentiqn 
was occupied in covering Si/éfa from the 
numerous hofts of his enemies, large de- 
tachments were made from their-‘main ar- 
mies, and marched with all imaginable ce-
